W ith th e deadline 
nearing, 
laws concerning th e registration 
of v oters for th e May prim ary 
h av e been pointed ou t by Dale 
Fish er, cou nty clerk. 
Stating th a t th e tim e is grow­ 
ing sh ort for v oters wh o ex pect 
to v ote in th e prim ary and wh o 
h av e not transferred th eir regis-v 
tration or wh o h av e not regis­ 
tered, Mr. Fish er ou tlined th e 
following election laws:

“All v oters wh o h av e reach ed 
th e age of 21 m u st register be­ 
fore th ey are entitled to v ote in 
.th e primary . 
“In case th e v oter h as not y et 
reach ed th e age of 21, bu t will be 
21 before th e Nov ember election, 
th ey can register and v ote th is 
spring. 
“Th e time h as elapsed for v ot­ 
ers coming from anoth er cou nty 
or state to register for v oting in 
th e prim ary . 
“A v oter m u st be a resident of 
th e state for 6 m onth s prior to 
registering, and m u st 'h av e been 
in th e cou nty 60 day s.

During the present depression, the 
I Administration has failed or refused 
I to see that fear is again a major fac- 
I tor. This fear has been .inspired by 
I such factors as the insistence of the 
I President that his program of reform 
I and regimentation must be adopted, 
I the recent judicial friendliness of the 
I Supreme Court toward the New Deal. 
I excessive and unnecessary taxation, 
I labor disturbances, and governmen- 
I tai competition with private business. 
I not to mention governmental incon- 
I sistencies and the general unfriend- 
I liness of prominent officials toward 
I business. 
I 
Instead of attempting to restore 
I confidence by attacking the causes 
I of fear, the New Deal leadership has 
I pursued an opposite course. Already, 
I through administration pressure, a 
I crop control bill has been enacted 
I Which promises to regiment the na- 
I tion’s farmers much more thorough­ 


ly than was the case under the legis-l 
nation passed from 1933 to 1935. 
I 
This is only a beginning. The neo-l 
New Dealers are pressing for a wages! 
and hours bill and for legislation per-! 
knitting the President to reorganize! 
the administrative agencies of the! 
government. The prospects are that! 
the President will get most if not alii 
p f what he wants. Even more threat-! 
ening is the Borah-O’Mahoney bill! 
for the federal licensing of businesses 
engaged in interstate commerce. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
continues to grind out decisions fa­ 
vora ble to the New Deal. Not since 
|May, 1936, has the government lost 
la decision. With two ardent New 
iDealers now on the bench, the ma­ 
jo rity of the Court is almost certain 
I to sustain any New Deal measure 
I which may be tested before the high­ 
e s t tribunal. 
I 
While Congress will probably mod­ 
i f y the tax on corporation surpluses 
land on capital gains, there is little 
prospect that any considerable tax 
I concessions will be, granted to busi­ 
n ess. The economic interests of the 
I country would like to see the govern­ 
m e n t cease using taxes primarily as 
la 
reform 
and 
regulatory 
device. 
I There is scanty prospect of change 
I for the better in this matter. 
I 
Little disposition exists in govern­ 
m en ta l circles to amend the Wagner 
I Labor Relations Act so as to make 
lit fair to all concerned. Government 
I competition, condoned by court deci­ 
sion s, continues unabated. High off­ 
icials, unwilling to admit their own 
lmistakes or to grant the fallacy of a 
I program which has heedlessly flaunt­ 
e d economic laws, invoke or threaten 
I to invoke the anti-trust laws to deal 
I with monopolistic conditions which 
I they themselves were instrumental in 
prom oting. They berate big business, 
I without daring to be specific in their 
I denunciations. 
On 
one 
day 
they 
I charge that prices are too high; on 
I another they declare that the price 
I level must be raised. 
I 
Is it any wonder, then, that the 
I country fell into and continues in a 
I depression? Under the circumstances, 
I how can the businessmen and indus- 
I tfialists have any genuine confidence? 
I 
If the government would de’mon- 
I strate a little real friendliness and 
I meet business half way in a spirit of 
I cooperation, the depression would 
soon give way to bona fide recovery.

DEMOCRATS ARE 


S I I SPLIT ON 


SEVERAL ITEMS 


Washington, March 30 (ZP)— 
The 
spectacle 
of 
dissenting 
Democrats working with Repu b­ 
licans against the gov ernment 
reorganization bill, whereas the 
new ev idence that Democratic 
congressional ranks are still split 
a y ear after the Su preme Cou rt 
battle. 
The roster of Democratic legis­ 
lators opposing the administra­ 
tion’s v iews, howev er, has not 
been entirely the same in both 
instances. 
Abou t one-third of the senate’s 
77 Democrats v oted against the 
reorganization bill, wheras the 
nu mber opposing the Roosev elt 
cou rt bill was mu ch greater. Of 
the 27 Democrats who fav ored 
retu rning 
the 
reorganization 
measu re to committee, eight are 
u p for reelection in Nov ember. 
Senator Brown (D-Mich) re­ 
ferred to the party rift Monday , 
telling the senate that the “les­ 
son” of the cou rt battle “seems 
at times to hav e been dost on ou r 
leadership.” He was opposing the 
reorganization bill, which 
he 
said “comes to div ide u s again.” 
In the hou se, too, Democrats 
are far from u nited on the re­ 
organization program, althou gh 
administration 
forces 
declare 
they hav e a majority . Rep. O’­ 
Connor (D-NY), who stands high 
in hou se cou ncils becau se he is 
chairman of the ru les committee, 
has su ggested the bill cou ld well 
be pigeonholed. 
As in the cou rt fight, both 
Democratic and Repu blican foes 
of the reorganization bill hav e 
contended the legislation wou ld 
giv e the president dictatorial 
powers. Su pporters hav e dispu ted 
this assertion. 
The techniqu e of the opposi­ 
tion, howev er, has differed some­ 
what in the two battles. Demo­ 
crats took the lead against the 
cou rt bill. They met their Repu b­ 
lican colleagu es in priv ate, and 
the Repu blicans let them do v ir­ 
tu ally all the talking in congress 
and at pu blic meetings.

At Liberty , Walter F. Bossert 
attorney and manu factu rer, for­ 
mally opened his campaign at 
a tenth district rally by declar­ 
ing America “faced a national 
crisis more critical than any 
since the Civ il war as a resu lt of 
the political heresies now cu r­ 
rent.” 
“America stands at the cross­ 
roads,” he said, “and it is sim­ 
ply u p to the people themselv es 
to decide whether they wish to 
retain their rights, or whether 
we shall su rrender them to cen­ 
tralized gov ernment control. 
“The v erdict of facts is against 
the 
theorists. 
These 
people 
promised u s economic secu rity . 
Do y ou hav e it? Not ev en the 
WPA worker is su re he will not 
be tu rned off tomorrow. They 
promised higher wages — gen­ 
eral pu rchasing power which 
wou ld greatly improv e prosperi­ 
ty — bu t the bu siness indices 
are fast sliding downward, these 
are facts.” 
Bossert said one thing was 
certain: “We cannot hamstring 
bu siness, farming and indu stry 
and ex pect to create jobs, and 
it is only throu gh the creation of 
jobs that we will retu rn 
to 
prosperity .”
